The dispute between merchants 
snd employees in Canton over the 
question of the formers’ right to 
dismiss workers still continues to 
be bitterly waged, according to 
Inteat wdvices. “It has come to a 
life-and-death struggle,” said a 
prominont merchant in Canton to 
correspondent there.” He added 


that many of the. Government offt-]; 


cials .undoubtedly. sympathised 
with the merchants, but it remain- 
ed to be seen whether the Govern- 
ment would be able to control the 
Unions. 


TO-DAY’ § DEMONSTRATION. 


On Tuesday morning the direc- 
tors of the four Chambers of Com- 
merce ‘and representatives’ from 
the ‘merchants’ organisations in 
the different outlying districts de-

The merchants point out that 
business th the province has gona 
from bad -to worse and-most of the 
shops and factories will haye to go 
bankrupt if they continue phying 
large staffs which are not neces- 
sitry even in times of prosperity. 


The merchants quite appreciate the [ 
action of the Government last year, 


in issuing an order authorising the 
merchants’ to’: re-arranye their 
staffs on the second day of the 
lunar year, but they do not see 
why the Government should.,with- 
draw the order just because the 
’Government offices were surround- 
ed by labour agitators.
